GERMAN 


Berlin, April 28—The official state- 
ment iamind today says: 

‘Western theater: As the result of 
fights in the region east of Vermelles 
forty-six English prisoners, including 
one captain, were taken and two ma- 
chine guns and one mine thrower were 
captured. 

‘In the Meuse region there was no 
change in the situation. 

‘«The regular shelling of Lens and its 
suburbs, and also numerous villages 
south of the Somme, and the town of 
Roye, has increased during the last 
few weeks, Casualties among the civ- 
ilian population, especially women and 
children, have been caused. 

‘*A German air squadron dropped 
bombs on the barracks and railway 
buildings at St. Menehould. 

‘¢Eastern theater: The situation is 
unchanged, 

‘‘Railway establishments and ware- 
houses at Rjeseyca were attacked by 
one of our airships. Several Russian 
flying depots also were attacked by our 
aerial squadron.’’ 

The Austro-Hungarian report of 
April 26th says: 

‘‘On the southwest edge of the Do- 
berdo plateau, new and violent engage- 
ments took place, 

‘‘BKast of Seiz, the enemy succeeded 
in entering our positions on a larger 
front, but the Austro-Hungarians by 
counter-attacks drove the Italians into 
their former positions and even ejected 
them from these in bitter hand-to-hand 
fighting. Thereby all our former posi- 
tions are in our hands, “Italians to the 
number of 130 were made prisoners. 

‘«The artillery fire was very lively at 
several places on the Isonzo front. 

‘*At Col di Lana, our heavy mortors 
continued their fire. The enemy’s ar- 
tillery decreased its activity. 

‘‘In the Sugana sector, the Italians 
evacuated all positions hetween Votto 
and Roncegno, where much war material 
was found. The Italians withdrew to 
Roncegno.’’ 

Berlin, April 27.—The official state- 
ment today says: 

‘‘Western theater: Southwest of 
Ypres we subjected the English posi- 
tions to a heavy fire, the good effect of 
which was noticed later by our patrols. 
South of St. Eloi a strong enemy hand 
grenade attack ended in failure be- 
cause of our fire. 

‘“‘In the Givenchy-En-Gohelle-Neu- 
ville St. Vaast sector we successfully 
exploded numerous mines, and in a 
hand grenade attack near Givenchy we 
wrested from tho enemy a portion of 
one of his trenches and repulsed the 
counter attack. 

‘«English attacks north of the Somme 
were fruitless. 

‘«In the Meuse region only on the left 
bank of the river were there infantry 
attacks. These were accompanied by 
heavy artillery duels and were preceded 
by hand grenade attacks by French de- 
tachments, All were repulsed. 

‘At various places on the front Ger- 
man patrols made hostile incursions. 
Those in the region northeast of Armen- 
tieres and between Vailly and Craonne 
were successful. 

‘‘An enemy machine was _ brought 
down near Souchez and another south 
of Tahure. Both were shot down by 
anti-aircraft guns. A third machine 
was shot down south of Parroy, 

‘‘Numerous bombs’ were freely 
dropped by a German air squadron on 
the railway lines in Noblette valley, 
south of Suippes. 

‘‘Last night an attack was made by 
an airship on the port and railway de- 
pots of Margarte, on the east coast of 
England. — 

‘‘Eastern theater: The situation is 
unchanged. One of our airships dropped 
bombs on the railway depots at Duna- 
munde, at the mouth of the Dvinsk 
river. 

‘“On the Isonzo front the enemy di- 
rected drum fire against the trenches 
east of Selz which we recaptured. Mount 
San Michele was shelled. 

‘*At the Tolmino bridgehead and 
north of. that point our artillery shelled 
Italian positions vigorously. Near 
Flitsch our troops drove the enemy 
from a point of support, and captured 
part of the troops defending the po- 
sition.’’ 

The Austrian statement of April 24th 
says several attacks led by Bersaglieri 
on the Doberdo plateau broke down un- 
der Austrian fire, This statement also 
points to a diminution of activity on the 
Russian front. *

AGED PRIEST BECOMES 
UNITED STATES CITIZEN

EYE OF SUBMARINE 


Periscope Described as Really 


Gives Clear Images, but Has Some De- 


Simple Instrument. 


fects Which Scientists Are En- 
deavoring to Rectify—Tires 
the Observer Quickly. 


The periscope, the “eye” of the 


submarine, is described as a simple in- 
strument whose construction has 
proved a complicated problem for op- 
ticians. “In its simple form,” an op- 
tician says, “it is a vertical steel tube 
about 20 feet long, with a reflecting 
prism at the top and the lenses of 
a telescope at the bottom. It is, in 
fact, a simple telescope whose line 
of light ‘turns a corner’ from hori- 
zontal to vertical as it passes through 
the prism. This instrument takes in 
45 degrees of the horizon, or one- 
eighth of the total field, at one view. 
By turning the tube on its axis, the 
rest comes into sight successively. 


“This periscope gives very clear 


images, but as it can be used with 
only one eye at a time it does not 
allow of distinguishing the different 
planes of vision very well, and tires 
the observer’s eye rather quickly. 
Binocular periscopes have been at- 
tempted, but luminosity ia: lost by 
gaining the advantage of stereo- 
scopic vision: ~ 


“The so-called ' combination , perk” 


scope allows of vision -with both eyes, 
though it is not stereoscopic, A real 
image is thrown on a ground-glass 
screen, much like that of a photo- 
graph camera;: it may be looked at 
with the two eyes, but no impres- 
sion of depth and space is given. The 
gereen avoids excessive fatigue, and 
it can be used only in bright light. 
The size of the image is often insuf- 
ficient th bring out detail. To obtain 
greater enlargemdént without dimin- 


ishing clearness too much, magnify- 
ing lenses are sometimes added, __ 

“The preceding periscopes do not 
enable a commander to take a rapid 
survey of the horizon; it takes five to 
ten seconds to make a compldte circle. 
Again, the observer must himself: 
ove around with the eye-piece. if 
the imaga is to remain upright with- 
out moving the eyepiece it is neces 
sary to use a compensatory prism 
whose movement makes up for that of 
the eyepiece. 

“This is the principle of the pano- 
ramic periscope whose tube is fixed

and bears at its summit a glass bulb 
containing a reflecting prism mount- 
ed on a base that may be turned with 
a handle. There is a compensating 
prism that turns at half the speed 
and keeps the image straight. 

“To observe successively all points 
of the horizon it suffices to turn the 
crank, without its being necessary 
for either observer or eyepiece to 
change place. 

“Nevertheless, however rapid the 
operation, it does not enable the ob- 
server to see the whole horizon at 
once. This is realized in the peri- 
scope with ring-shaped eyepiece. At 
the top of the tube is a ring-shaped 
lens which refracts toward the base 
of the tube rays that reach it from 
all sides. A panoramic image is thus 
obtained that includes all surround- 
ing objects, although they appear 
smaller and more distant than with 
the naked eye. The observer also 
sees, in the center of the panoramic 
image, a portion of the fleld on @ 
larger scale.”

pared by the National Geographic so- 
ciety, the newer industry adds little 
to the normal hazard of Tripolitan 
life. 

Danger is the daily bread and meat 
of the dweller in Tripoli, and, in this 
country flecked with occasional oases 
and fringed with narrow strips of 
coastal vegetation, even the principal 
native pursuita for wealth and hap- 
piness are accompanied by hidden ter- 
roreand grave risk. The’ principal 
sources of income to Tripolitans are 
those of sponge gathering, of esparto 
picking and of carrying on the trans- 
saharan caravan trade. 

Whether the native son seeks to 
make his “pile” searching the slimy 
bottom of the Mediterranean for 
sponges, or gathering esparto grass in 
the morning mists of the desert, or fol- 
lowing the caravan of a thousand cam- 
els back from the coast through 1,500 
miles of Saharan desert to the distant 
Sudan, he takes not only his labor 
and capital for profit but also his 
health and life. More often than not 
he reaps disability or death as his 
reward. 

Perils of Sponge Gatherers. 

The wild seas that now and again 
boil over the northern coast of Africa 
are the smallest part of the sponge 
diver’s hazard. Paralysis is always 
just ahead of this venturesome laborer 
who, day by day making foolhardy 
rapid ascents from the sea bed under 
press of keen competition, sooner or 
later experiences the return to ship- 
board in terrific dizziness, which forms 
the usual prelude to partial or com- 
plete paralysis. Strange as it may 
seem, many partially-paralyzed divers 
are able to continue their calling, and 
the unfitted, helpless cripple in the 
upper air feels normal circulatfon re- 
turn to arms and legs when lowered 
into the sea on the sponge grounds. 
And the Arab divers of Tripoli, believ- 
ing the disease indispensable to the 
vocation, and inured to hazard in their 
peculiar fatHerland, dive phlegmatic- 
ally through a few fat seasons until 
crippled or killed by their chosen. 
trade. 

Back in the plateau lands of the 
Sahara, behind the coastal greens in 
the silent, treeless, untenanted desert 
wastes, where the alluring mystery of 
the desert broods under the blighting 
heat of day and beckons in fanciful 
shapes over the dunes at night, 
stretch vast fields of wiry esparto 
grass, from which paper is manufac- 
tured in great mills in England. In 
these fields, working for the starvation 
wage of twenty cents a day or less, 
picking the grass and tying it in large 
bales to be loaded on camel trains for 
Tripoli City, the port of Tripolitania, 
is another corps of workers who ad- 
venture their safety. in their work.
